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Thunderous praise for astronauts 
Chinese, 
Russians 
in clash 


HONG KONG(UPD— Russian and Com­ 
munist Chinese troops clashed today in a 
border battle less than 500 miles north 
of China’s main nuclear testing center 
in Sinkiang province. 
Each side accused the other of pro­ 
voking the battle, which appeared to be 
the 
most serious 
since 
the 
two 
Communist giants clashed over a dis­ 
puted Usurri River island early 
last 
March, 
Peking Radio charged that a Soviet 
task force supported by tanks, armored 
cars and helicopters knifed across the 
border and killed and wounded an undis­ 
closed number 
of Chinese troops. It 
said Russia had called in 
reinforce­ 
ments and the fight was still develop­ 
ing. 
Moscow counter-charged that the Chin­ 
ese invaded Soviet Kazakhstan and then 
attempted to bring up reinforcements 
numbering up to 700 men. It reported 
there were dead and wounded on both 
sides. 
The angry accusation came in formal 
notes exchanged between the Chinese 
and Russian governments at the em­ 
bassies in Moscow and Peking. 
The battle occurred in the Dzungar- 
ian Basin, an area just below the Sino- 
Soviet border and about 500 miles north 
of Lop Nor, the site of China’s nuclear 
base. The basin is in the northwest 
area of Singkiang which stretches west­ 
ward 1,000 miles across the top of 
Tibet. 
Today’s incident came less than a 
week after the two nations agreed at 
Khabarovsk jointly to improve naviga­ 
tion along with common far east boun­ 
dary rivers, the scene of bloody bor­ 
der clashes last March. 
The Soviet news agency Tass said 
several groups of Chinese troops in­ 
vaded Russia and opened up with sub- 
machinegun fire on the Russian fron­ 
tier guards. 
“ As a result of measures taken by 
Soviet frontier guards the violations 
were thrown out of Soviet territory,” 
Tass «rid 
The exact size of the clash was not 
known. Peking said “ several hundred” 
Russians invaded Chinese territory. The 
Moscow account mentioned only 70 or 
80 Chinese troops and said the opera­ 
tion obviously was planned in advance. 
They also said they captured two Chin­ 
ese officers to prove their points. 
This was the second clash reported 
in Yumin County, a part of the ancient 
silk road from Persia into China, and 
the seventh in a series of armed con­ 
flicts on the 4,500-mlle long Sino-Sov- 
iet borders since last March.

Big Viet battle flares 
on outskirts of Saigon 


SAIGON (U PI) — U.S. tank crews and 
Allied infrantrymen supported by heli­ 
copter gunships battled North Vietna- 
mese troops in a rubber plantation north 
of Saigon in a battle that still raged 
late tonight. Flareships turned the night 
into day. 
U.S. m ilitary spokesman said79 North 
Vietnamese soldiers were known killed 
in the fight, bringing to nearly 1,800 
the number of Communist troops killed 
since Sunday in the new flareup of fight- 
ing that ended 
the seven weeks lull. 
U.S. losses in the battle were two kill» 
ed and six wounded. 
Field reports said Communist rocket- 
grenade fire knocked out a 16V2-ton 
Sheridan tank, believed only the second 
destroyed in combat in the nine months 
the 4&-mile an»hour armored vehicles 
have been in use in Vietnam. 
Heavy fighting also raged near Da 
Nang and a U.S. Marine battalion com­ 
mander 
and 
five other Marines were 


killed in a battle there. More than 130 
Americans have been killed since the 
North Vietnamese ended the lull with an 
attack near the Demilitarized Zone Sun­ 
day. 
U.S. spokesmen said at least 30iNorth 
Vietnamese troops were killed by the M * 
rines in the fighting near Da Nang, 
The battalion commander was cut down 
by machinegun fire as he led his troops 
in an assault on North Vietnamese troops 
dug in on coastal plains, 18 miles south­ 
west of Da 
Nang. M ilitary spokesmen 
said the Communists apparently had gone 
into the plains in search of rice. 
Shortly after noon today, an armored 
squadron of the U.S. 11th Armored Cav- 
airy and company of government ran­ 
gers clashed with 
North 
Vietnamese 
units in a rubber plantation about 68 
miles north of Saigon. The fighting raged 
between rows of rubber trees with the 
North Vietnamese using drainage ditch- 
es as trenches.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass. (U PI) - Dist. 
Atty. Edmund S. Dinis may run into in* 
surmountable obstacles in his efforts to 
arrange an autopsy on Mary Jo Kopechne, 
the secretary killed in Sen. Edward M, 
Kennedy’s auto accident. 
Dinis Tuesday mailed a petition re­ 
questing an autopsy to the courts in 
Luzerne 
County, 
Pa,, 
where Miss 
Kopechne is buried, but authorities there 
said that would not suffice. 


“ It’s a court order we're looking for, 
not a petition” said Luzerne County Distl 
Atty. Blythe Evans Jr . 


“ I won’t consider a petition unless a 
court order is first established in Mas­ 
sachusetts, The burden is still on Dinis 
to establish a reason for an autopsy in 
the Massachusetts courts,” 


Dinis asked Pennsylvania to honor 
Massachusetts law which “ grants to the 
district attorney the power to request an 
autopsy.” 


He said he wanted the autopsy as part 
of the inquest scheduled to begin Sept. 3 
into Miss Kopechne’s death. 
“ The purpose of the inquest,” the pe­ 
tition read, “ is to determine if there is 
any reason sufficient to believe that the 
sudden death of Mary Jo Kopechne may 
have resulted from the act of negligence 
of person or persons other than the de­ 
ceased. 


Nixon decision 
for high court 
told by Dirksen 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President Nix­ 
on has decided to nominate Federal Ap­ 
peals Judge Clement F. Haynsworth Jr . 
of South Carolina to serve on the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Senate Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen 
told reporters today the nom­ 
ination of the 
56-year-old jurist would 
be announced Thursday “ unless there is 
a radical change of signals.” 
Haynsworth would be the second Su­ 
preme Court justice named by Nixon. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger already 
has been confirmed by the Senate as 
successor to Earl Warren. 
As an associate justice, Haynsworth 
w ill fill a vacancy created by the resig­ 
nation of Abe Fortas after disclosure that 
he had accepted a fee from a foundation 
linked with now-imprisoned financier 
Louis E. Wolfson. 
Both Burger and Haynsworth are view­ 
ed as rather strict constructionists of 
the law and their addition to the Court 
may tip the balance in several areas 
of crim inal 
prosecution when the new 
session opens in October. 
The selection of Haynsworth follows 
guidelines for appointment of Supreme 
Court 
justices which Nixon enunciated 
earlier this year. 
The President said he would lean to 
nominees who had prior experience on 
the bench. Haynsworth has had 12 years 
experience as a federal judge on the 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals.

N.Y. tickertape snowstorm 


welcomes American heroes

NEW YORK (U PI) — The Big Town gave America’s men from moon a thunder­ 
ous welcome today. 
Showered with tickertape and confetti so thick it was like a snowstorm in 
August, Apollo 11 Astronauts Neil A. Armstrong, Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. and Michael 
Collins followed the route of America's 
heroes through New York City's financial 
district and up Broadway. 
Bands played. Spectators — packed as 
tightly on the narrow sidewalks as subway 
riders at rush hour 
—yelled, cheered 
and surged through police barricades. 
Police had to struggle to keep the throng 
from engulfing the three men. 
“ It’s wonderful. It's exciting. The best 
part of all is being here,” Armstrong 
said as he walked up the steps of City 
Hall for the official welcome to New 
York by a beaming Mayor John V. Lind­ 
say. 
And this was only the start of a 20- 
hour day that would take the three as- 
tronauts, their wives and children next 
to 
Chicago for 
an 
afternoon parade 
through the Loop and then to Los An. 
geles for a state dinner tonight with 
President Nixon. 
The Apollo team got an early start on 
the big day, arriving 30 minutes early 
at John F. Kennedy International Airport 
in the President's Air Force One. 
But it was the public’s first chance for 
a real glimpse of the space men since 
they returned from the flight that put 
Armstrong and Aldrin on the surface 
of the moon July 20. The enthusiastic 
crowds were waiting when the astronauts 
landed in a big Marine helicopter at the 
W all Street heliport. 
“ We 
have honored many voyagers 
before — men 
who 
sailed around the 
world, men who flew alone across the 
ocean,” Lindsay said in the City Hall 
ceremonies. 
“ But today we honor three men who 
forged the first link between the earth 
and the stars for that victory New York 
thanks you and the world thanks you.” 
Then as the crowd of more than 10,- 
000 cheered once more, Lindsay placed 
the gold medal of the City of New York 
around the neck of each astronaut. Firt> 
crackers could be heard popping behind 
City Hall. 
“ We understand that 
a number of 
you ascribe the poor weather, the rainy 
weather in the past tew weeks to our 
flight around the moon, and I must say 
we are thankful from the looks of the 
beautiftil weather today that you don’t 
hold a grudge,” Armstrong said as he 
stood smiling in windless 8Q»dogree 
weather. 
Construction workers in their yellow 
hard hats stopped work nearby to shout 
greetings to the moon men from their 
steel girds and cranes. 
Surging crowds halted the motorcade 
within a hundred feet of its start at 
Bowling Green, the spot where Peter 
Minuit negotiated the purchase of Manhat­ 
tan Island from the Indians. 
The Stars and Stripes hung from scores 
of buildings along the route of Lindy, 
Ike and Macarthur through the “ canyon 
of heroes,” 
Smaller flags fluttered from each 
light post along with the orange and 
white New York City flag and the dark 


blue standard of the National Aeronai> 
tics and Space Administration (NASA). 
Bands were stationed at intervals along 
the way because the right schedule call- 
ed for a motorcade speed too fast for 
marchers. Mixed with the tickertape and 
confetti 
was shredded newspaper and 
and computer punch cards, drifting down 
from windows and rooftops. 
“ We wouldn’t miss this one for the 
world,” said Brooklyn grocer John Gal­ 
lo. Around him hundreds of cameras were 
clicking. 
As the caravan reached City Hall, now 
45 minutes ahead of schedule, a chorus 
of high school students sang “ The Bafc* 
tie Hymn of the Republic.” 
“ With this giant leap for mankind may 
all men live as brothers,” Cardinal Ter­ 
ence J. Cooke, Roman Catholic arch­ 
bishop of New York, said in his invo­ 
cation. 
City Council President Frank Smith 
presented each of the three astronauts 
with a plaque bearing the Seal of the 
city and Armstrong's first words as he 
set foot on the moon. 
Tens of thousands more lined the route 
of the motorcade 14) Park Avenue and 
east on 42nd Street to the United N * 
tions. And still more confetti, paper and 
balloons came tumbling down. 
Armstrong, Aldrin and Collins still 
were waving but with the temperature 
now over the 8(L<Jegre»‘ mauk and the sun 
beating down, they appeared tired. Drops 
of sweat beaded their foreheads. 


At the United Nations, Secretary Gen­ 
eral Thant and hundreds of diplomats and 
U.N. staff workers welcomed the three 
astronauts. Thant led the ceremonies in 
front of the General Assembly building 
with a brief speech in which he rei­ 
terated the themes spoken of by Lind­ 
say and Cooke. 
Thant said the Apollo 11 flight “ brought 
to us a renewed realization of what we, as 
members of the human race, can accomf* 
lish on this planet with our resources 
and our technology if we are prepared 
to combine our efforts and work together 
for the benefit of all mankind.”

to States asked by Nixon

President Nixon, in an unprecedent­ 
ed move, called on Congress today to 
return to the states federal revenues up 
to 
$5 
billion 
by rrad - 1975 “ with­ 
out strings” attached. 
In a message tied to his revolution- 
ary welfare reform program, Nixon ask­ 
ed as a starter only $500 million in fed­ 
eral tax money to share with the states 
“ because of budget stringencies.” 
Nixon made it clear in tax sharing he 
was aiming at shifting the balance Of po 
litical power and financial clout, “ away 
from Washington and back to the country 
and the people.” 
Together with his national welfare rn 
form, the President said: “ Through these 
twin approaches we hope to relieve the 
fiscal crisis of the hard-pressed state and 
local governments and to assist miL 
lions of Americans out of poverty and 
into productivity,” 
“ Ultimately, it is our hope to use this 
mechanism to so strengthen state and 
local government that by the end of the 
coming decade, the political landscape of 
America will be visibly altered and states 
and cities will have i far greater share 


of power and responsibility for solving 
their own problems,” Nixon said. 
In keeping with his own and the Re­ 
publican Party’s campaign pledge, he 
added, “ The role of the federal govern­ 
ment will be redefined and redirected 
toward those functions where it proves 
itself the only or most suitable instrn- 
ment,” 


Under his formula for handing over 
fUnds, Nixon said the size of the total 
funds to be shared will be a stated 
percentage of persona! taxable income — 
the base on which federal individual in­ 
come taxes are levied. For the second 
half of fiscal 1971, this will be one- 
third of I per cent of personal tax;* 
ble income. In subsequent years, this 
percentage will rise to a regular coo- 
stant figure. 


The allocation of the total annual fund 
among the 50 states and the District ol 
Columbia will be made on the basis of 
each state's share of national population, 
adjusted to the state's revenue effort. 
Furthermore, the distribution of the 
state’s share of the federal pie among 
its local units of government will be es­ 
tablished by prescribed formula with 
local flexibility.

Ronald Reagan of California, a 
strong booster of the space 
program, wiil raise the first 
toast to the Apollo 11 astro­ 
nauts.

Welfare plan a gamble - Finch

-The 
Nixon administration’s welfare 
reform proposal is a gamble 
that most American men want 
to work, HEW secretary Robert 
H. Finch said today. 
“ Sure, there are always those 
who are going to say, ‘Well, 
given any amount of money, a 
guy is going to prefer to lay on 
his duff and drink beer,” ’ Finch 
said in an interview with UPI. 


“ But 
we are betting that 
most guys, just in terms of 
self-respect and the work ethic 
of this country, want a job. 


“ And given a decent chance 
at one, they are going to get 
out and work. If you can’t bet 
on that, I don’t know what you 
can bet on.” 


Finch said White House mail 
is running 20-1 in favor of 
President Nixon’s welfare re­ 
form proposals. 
The 
President’s 
proposal, 
outlined 
last 
week, 
would 
abolish the largest and most 
controversial welfare program 
which 
provides payments to 
mothers and 
children, 
and 
replace 
it 
with 
a 
family 
assistance 
plan 
that 
would 
include the low-income worker 
as well as the unemployed. 


It 
would 
provide 
that no 
family of four, for example, 
could fall below $1,600 a year 
and that the same size family 
could earn up to $3,920 a year 
and still be eligible for benefits. 
Larger families could receive 
larger benefits. 
It would set a federal floor of 
$65 a month payments to adults 
who 
are 
aged, 
blind 
and 
disabled; 
require 
the 
able- 
bodied, except mothers of pre­ 
school children, to register for 
work or job training, and give 
financial relief to the states. 


The Cabinet member, who 
helped shape the final plan, 
said the internal debate was “ a 
classical confrontation” but the 
final package was the Pres­ 
ident’s. 
He would not predict how 
soon it could be a p p r o v e d by 
Congress. 


On Capitol Hill, a source 
close to the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which has 
initial jurisdiction over welfare 
legislation said hearings will be 
held this fall but no decisions 
are expected until next year. 
Committee Chairman Wilbur 
D. 
M ills, 
D-Ark., 
withheld 
comment on the reform plan, 
but Rep. John W. Byrnes, R- 
Wis., ranking GOP member, 
said: 
“ We have to have an 
overhaul of our current welfare 
program, and I am particularly 
pleased with the emphasis the 
President has placed on the 
need for strict tiein of welfare 
programs with work capacity 
and training.” 


Asked to describe the nature 
of the 
internal 
debate that 
preceded the Presidents nation­ 
wide 
television 
address 
on 
welfare last Friday night. Finch 
closed his eyes, ignored the 
telephone and said: 
“ It was what I would call a 
classical confrontation-not con­ 
servative-liberal, but those who 
recognize 
that 
the 
present 
system is just a disaster and 
that we had to break out of the 
old mold, and those who wanted 
to rewire the old system." 


He 
said 
the 
debate 
was 
largely over the question of 
whether to include the working 
poor. In the end, they were 
included. During the internal 
debate, some argued that this 
was a bad time to put forth a 
welfare reform proposal, Finch 
said.

FCI annexation could 
net Lompoc up to $12,000 


It might be possible for the 
city of Lompoc to realize as 
much as $12,000 from the an­ 
nexation of the Federal Cor­ 
rectional Institution during this 
fiscal year, City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers reported yester­ 
day. 
Wahlers said if all goes well, 
and there is no reason to be­ 
lieve it will not, and the an­ 
nexation is completed within 
the next 60 to 90 days it is 
possible the city will receive 
additional funds from the state 
for the period from January 
through June in 1970. 
The added population of 1,450 
inmates and employes living at 
the FCI will increase rebates 
to the city from motor vehicle 
license fees, gas tax funds and 
franchise taxes. 
Wahlers said it will be nec. 
essary to apply to the state 
department of finance for anew 
population estimate as soon as 
the annexation is completed but 
he expects to have the paper­ 
work for this completed well in 
advance. 
The city administrator is pre­ 
sently preparing an application 
and report of the annexation to 
be presented to the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Local Formation 
Commission. 
The 
approval 
of the commission and the coun­ 
ty board of supervisors will 
be needed before the annexa- 


tion can be completed. 
Wahlers said he has not yet 
received the official letter of 
consent to the annexation from 
the Secretary of Army. 
He 
was informed by telegram last 
week from Congressman Tea­ 
gue that the Army had consent­ 
ed to the annexation 
The addition of the correct­ 
ional facility to the city will 
double the physical size of Lom­ 
poc by 4 78 square miles. The 
present city limits touches the 
FCI site at the northwest cor­ 
ner of the city between Bailey 
Avenue and V Street and at the 
north central point extending al­ 
ong Route 1. 
The Santa Barbara County 
Airport, which has not been 
annexed, lies between the two 
points. 
There are about 340 employ­ 
es and dependents living at 
the FCI and approximately 1,100 
Inmates that will provide a per 
capita basis for the increase in 
revenue. Wahlers said at about 
$1? per person the city would 
get from $20,000 to $24,000 
from the state 
The only stipulation placed 
on the annexation by the fed­ 
eral government, Wahlers said, 
is that the city patrol Pine 
Canyon Road-The correctional 
institution provides all other 
utility and public works facilit­ 
ies for Itself.

Attempts, failures at 
curbing campus unrest told

SACRAMENTO (UPIV-When 
the 1969 legislature convened in 
January lawmakers threatened 
severe 
punitive 
action 
to 
restore peace and tranquility to 
California’s riotous campuses. 
After the oratory subsided 
seven months later two crack­ 
down efforts-both milder than 
most of the 8(Lplus measures 
introduced—emerged from the 
session and were sent to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
He will probably sign both 
even 
though 
his 
four-point 
program, to cool the campuses 
was not fully included in them. 
Lawmakers also ignored the 
governor’s proposed ceiling of 
$20 million for additional state 
assistance to local schools and 
approved $ 134 million. This was 
in

program already appropriated. 
Legislators provided a veto 
for parents who object to their 
children learning the facts of 


life 
in 
public 
school 
sex 
education classes. The measure 
by Sen. John G. Schmitz, R- 
Tustin, also permits parents to 
review the class materials and 
permits suspension or revoca­ 
tion of ir. instructor’s creden­ 
tial who teaches se\ to an 
exempted child. 
But an attempt to impose 
tuition 
at the University of 
California and state colleges 
failed. 
Campus unrest preoccupied 
lawmakers the first several 
months of the session when 
student flareups occured regw 
laxly. 
The Senate passed dozens of 
punitive measures early in the 
session. The Assembly collect­ 
ed them and then wrote two 
omnibus measures which everv 
tually cleared both houses. 
One bill, by Assemblyman 
Frank 
Murphy 
Jr., 
R-Santa 
Cruz, made it a crime for a 
suspended faculty member or 
student to return to campus 
without permission.

also 
outlawed 
obscene 
language. 
Another provision would make 
it 
a 
crime 
to 
create 
a 
disturbance. 
The 
penalty for the first 


conviction woultj be a $500 fine 
or six months in jail or both. A 
second conviction would carry a 
mandatory 10-day jail term and 
a third conviction a 90-day jail 
sentence. 
The second bill by Assembly- 
man John Stull, R-Leucadia, 
would authorize campus admi­ 
nistrators to suspend students 
during disturbances for up to 10 
days, cut off scholarships and 
order nonstudents militants off 
campus for up to 72 hours. 
One of the longest hassles 
during the session was over

The governor budgeted 
a maximum of $120 million. 
Legislators sent him a $134 
million proposal.

Lennon sisters' father murdered

tion of a man who harrassed 
the family for several years.

The gunman, describee, as

brother,

said: 
“ The killer could be one of 
those kooks who insist, after 
seeing the girls on television, 
that one of them is in love with 
him. It could be one of those 
crack 
callers. There are so 
many kooks.” 
Officers said the suspect was 
a mental patient from Colors 
do. He once was arrested by 
the Secret Service after threat 
tening the life of President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, apparently 


claiming the President stopped 
him from marrying a member 
of the quartet, Peggy Lennon.

was 
shot 
in

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Required public hearings 
on oil urged gy Cranston 


Senator 
Alan Cranston (D , 
Calif > has urged that public 
hearings be made mandatory 
before the federal government 
grants any more off-shore oil 
leases. 
He told Interior Secretary 
Walter J 
Hickel that Bureau 
of Land Manage men regulations 
should be made tougher in light 
of the Santa Barbara oil spill 
situation. 
“The 
federal 
government 
without hearings and without 
proper evaluation of the prior­ 
ities, and community and human 
values involved, overrode ob­ 
jections and opened the federal 
portion of Santa Barbara Chann­ 
el for oil exploration," Crans­ 
ton reminded Hickel in a letter 
dated July 30 and made public 
today. 
Cranston called for a change 
in present regulations which 
permit the Bureau Director to 
hold public heardings or not, 
as he sees fit. 
Instead of the present lan­ 
guage, which says the director 


“ may hold public hearings’ 
Cranston would have Section 
3381.4 of the regulations per­ 
taining to the Outer Continen­ 
tal Shelf read: 
. ‘‘Hhe Director shall 
hold at least one public hear­ 
ing bearing on the proposed 
leasing program and give no 
less than 10 days written not­ 
ice thereof to ail parties con­ 
cerned, as well as to the pub­ 
lic at large. " 
Cranston would also make it 
mandator)’ that prior to the fin­ 
al selection of tracts the dir­ 
ector “shall request and con­ 
sider the views and recommen­ 
dations of appropriate federal 
agencies and shall consult with 
appropriate state and local ag­ 
encies to siid him in his evalua­ 
tion and determinations. 
In 
addition, he may consult with 
other organizations and invidi- 
duals for this purpose.” 
At present, consultation with 
other federal and state agencies 
is left to the discretion of the 
Director. 


Education, jobs may be 
answer to crime rate 


Should the country’s resourc­ 
es going to law enforcement be 
shifted toward providing more 
jobs and increased education to 
reduce crime? 
Hopefully an answer to this 
question will come out of a 
unique study now undertaken by 
two economists at the Univers­ 
ity of California, Santa Barbara, 
under a $21,955 research grant 
provided by the U.S. Department 
of Justice. 
Assistant 
professors 
Llad 
Phillips and Harold L. Votey 
Jr. and research assistant Dar- 
old Maxwell are underway cm a 
six - month research project 
in which they will statistically 
explore the relationships be- 
tween arrest rates for major 
cimres, law enforcement mea* 
sures and economic variables. 
They already have some pre­ 
liminary results from a prior 
investigation 
analyzing 
the 
trends in major “ economic” 
crimes (theft, larceny, etc.) 
among 18 and 19 year olds. The 
trends, they found, can be ex­ 
plained by changes in labor mar­ 
ket conditions. 
In the proposal describing 
their project to the U.S. DeparU 
ment of Justice they said “Our 
basic hypothesis is that eco* 
nomic crimes may be consider­ 
ed an 
alternative 
to income 
earned by legitimate pursuits.” 
“ Economic” 
crimes 
com­ 
prise four of the seven major 
cimre classifications. 
In their earlier studies, the 
co-investigators have found that 
unemployment rates and labor 
force participation rates for the 
18-19 age group explain approx­ 
imately 80 per cent of the ir* 
crease in larceny arrest rates 
for the 1952-1967 period. 
Further research, they e*. 
pect, will improve the knowL 


edge of the relationships be­ 
tween 
conditions 
generating 
crime and the alternative pol­ 
icies for reducing crime. 
The study may indicate that 
at the national level more or 
fewer of our resources should 
go into enforcement rather than 
to job programs and education. 
It may also show that the im­ 
plementation of a program to 
provide better employment oj> 
portunities and increased edi> 
cation might reduce certain e o 
onomic crimes and provide a 
secondary benefit of reducing 
other major crimes as a core­ 
sequence of the reallocation of 
law enforcement activities. 
The resulting theoretic re­ 
lationship, they point out, can 
also help to project arrest rate 
trends with anticipated changes 
in economic conditions. Thus 
law 
enforcement 
authorities 
would be able to anticipate re­ 
quirements 
for enforcement 
services. 
Extensive data for the study 
comes from FBI records and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
information will be the input for 
a carefully designed data pro 
cessing program, set up by the 
two economists, 
in 
UCSB’s 
Computer Center. 
Drs. Phillips and Votey spe­ 
culate that the statistical evi­ 
dence 
supporting the conclu­ 
sions of their study may be 
sufficiently strong to initiate ft* 
ture field research programs. 
Pilot 
projects, 
they 
say, 
might be established under the 
auspices of the Justice Depart­ 
ment and other agencies to test 
in the field the implications of 
the trande-offs between expen­ 
ditures on increased law en­ 
forcement and expenditures on 
other activities intended to re­ 
duce crime levels.

Expo Writes 
Success Story 
In Red Ink 


Th ere has never been a world's fair like it, but a fte r three years and 


no profits, M o n tre a l's big show may be ready to close up shop.

MONTREAL—) N E A ) - 
Expo ’67 applied a little dif­ 
ferent grease paint and came 
strutting out in 1968 and 1969 
as Man and His W o r l d 
Never before has a world's 
fair had an encore. 
And it 
may never happen again 


Expo lost $250 million. The 
next y e a r . Man and His 
World dropped $5 million, 
which was pretty good com ­ 
pared to the year before but 
nothing really to write home 
about. 
This year the fair 
will probably lose even less 
i the deficit was $2 million at 
the end of July with just over 
a month to go). 
Yet the 
fair 
may close after 
this 
year because, even as for 
the likes of J. Paul Getty, 
there’s a bottom to its well. 


It 
must 
be 
emphasized, 
however, that 
the loss of 
such sums was not startling 
to fair officials. In fact, esti­ 
mates had Expo losing at 
least $138 million before the 
fair opened. 


Where Canada, the prov­ 
ince oT Quebec and the city 
of Montreal stood to gain 
financially — and did — was 
in other areas: 
51 million 
people 
visited 
Expo 
and 
many of them were tourists 
who spent money in shops 
and hotels, restaurants and 
shoe shine parlors. And it 
brought an e m p l o y m e n t 
boom—Canadians worked at 
Expo from construction to 
selling Minirail tickets. 
It was believed that Expo 
was worth $1 b i l l i o n to 
Canada. Quebec and Mon­ 
treal. 
Though losses have 
been less with Man and His 
World—verv little construc­ 


tion of p a v i 1 i o n s. for ex­ 
ample—so h a v e ancillary 
profits. 
This year, season tickets 
( c a l l e d 
“ v i s a s") 
a r e 
cheaper, 
parking 
is 
free, 
children under six are ad­ 
mitted without charge and 
tickets to such rides as the 
Gyrotron. the Antique Car­ 
rousel 
and 
the 
a 1 w a v s 
modern Ferris wheel in La 
Ronde, the a m u s e m e n t 
center of the fair, have been 
lowered. 
Expo ran for six 
months; Man and His world 
has been reduced to three. 


And still it is not drawing 
as well as last year, when 
12.5 million persons showed 
up to try sukiyaki at the J a p ­ 
anese pavilion, listen to the 
steel drums at the Trinidad 
tent and inspect replicas of 
Martians and UFOs in the 
cave-like, eerie S t r a n g e . 
Strange World pavilion. By 
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the end of July, less than 
three 
million persons 
had 
come to savor the delights 
of Man and His World. 


The decision to retain Man 
and His World rests with the 
Executive C o m m i t t e e of 
M o n t 
e a 1 . a seven-man 
policy-making 
group. 
The 
chairman is Lucien Saulnier. 
who is considered by towns­ 
folk as a combination Bern­ 
ard Baruch and mother hen 
Mayor Jean Drapeau, said 
one r e s i d e n t , “ thinks up 
ideas and s c h e m e s—like 
Expo and like g e t t i n g a 


major l e a g u e team*, the 
Expos, 
in 
Montreal, 
and 
Saulnier goes back to his 
office, figures up the reali­ 
ties with a pencil, and re­ 
turns with a decision." 
It was D r a p e a u who 
dramatically 
s a i d 
Expo 
would continue or he would 
resign. The fair was, like all 
other world's fairs, supposed 
to' c l o s e 
shop 
after 
its 
scheduled run, until Drapeau 
issued his ultimatum. 


“ We 
c a n n o t say 
yet 
whether Man and His World 
will close after this vear." 


said S a u l n i e r . “ We won’t 
know until sometime after 
Labor Day, when the fair is 
closed for the year, and we 
measure its s u c c e s s or 
failure. 


“ Sure, the fair itself con­ 
tinues to lose money. 
But 
all the leading hotels are 
booked solid. 
And business 
in Montreal remains lively. 
Much of that is due to Man 
and His World.

There are no indications the 
Nixon 
administration 
is 
alarmed 
over 
the 
anti-bra 
movement in this country. At 
least not yet. 
One 
official with whom I 
discussed the matter dismissed 
“ban the bra” demonstrations, 
such as the one staged in San 
Francisco recently, as the work 
of a few extremists. 
“ The vast majority of women 
in 
this country are decent, 
lawabiding, brassiere-wearing 
citizens,” he said. 
This view, in my judgment, is 
shortsighted to the point of 
myopia. While it may be true 
that 
millions 
of 
American 
women have no intention of 
discarding their bras, it is 
apparent 
that 
thousands 
of 
others already have done so. 
That would be obvious even 
without the anti-bra protests in 
San Francisco and earlier in 
Atlantic City. 
To ignore the braiess minori­ 
ty is to ignore another one of 
the 
currents 
of unrest and 
discontent 
that 
are 
running 
through our society. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
appears 
to be adopting the 
same hands-off policy toward 
bras that the Johnson Adminis­ 
tration assumed when minis­ 
kirts first made their appea­ 
rance. 
Johnson’s advisers were con­ 
vinced that the mainstream of 
hemlines would remain at or 
near the knee level. It was this 
miscalculation, along with cer­ 
tain other factors, that even­ 
tually forced his retirement. 
Nixon 
could 
be 
painting 
himself into a similar corner in 
regard to brassieres. 
The President should instruct 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, his 
urban 
affairs 
assistant, 
to 
undertake an immediate study 
to determine whether sizable 
numbers of city 
girls 
are 
leaving off their bras. 
If the reasons for the anti-bra 
movement 
are detected early 
enough, steps possibly can be 
taken to keep it under control. 
I hardly need point out what 
the economic impact would be 
if the entire female population 
were 
suddently 
to abandon 
bassieres. For one thing, the 
foam 
rubber industry would 
collapse over night. 
Leaving off brassieres ob­ 
viously is too drastic way to go 
about cooling off the economy. 
Under our system of govern­ 
ment, there are only a limited 
number 
of things 
that 
the 
President and Congress can do 
to combat the trend toward 
bralessness. 
But if bra and order is to be 
preserved, some sort of action 
is essential The administration 
cannot afford to stand idly by 
and 
wait 
for 
the 
anti-bra 
movement to fall of its own 
weight.

Local pair heed detail 
win state rally class 


Paying attention to detail can 
mean the difference between 
winning and losing — especially 
in the exacting sport of rally­ 
ing. 
An evidence of this is the 
first place position in the navi­ 
gational class for last week­ 
end’s 
Que Paso? automobile 
rally held in Ventura County 
by the local rally team of Jean 
and Dick Miller of Lompoc. 
The two who have been auto 
rallyists for the last 
three 
years, won their division of the 
Tri-County Sports Car Club’s 
Associated Rally for the year, 
completed the 180-mile, 
six 
hour tour throughout \ entura 
County with an error factor of 
only .60 minutes. 
That effort 
was only the third best as the 
first two finishers in the expert 
classification had time error 
factors of .27 and .33 minutes 
in the state competition level 
event. 
There was a field of 166 con­ 
testants in the three classifi­ 
cations 
including out-of-state 
entries from Ohio and Texas 
and from up and down Cali­ 
fornia from Modesto to El Cen­ 
tro. 
"This is really 
something 
for us to win this,” explained 
Miller, 
"last year 
Jeannie 
put us in a ditch. And the traps 
they put you through were some­ 
thing else.

The Millers went on to ex­ 
plain that Sunday’s win in the 
Associated Rally — comparable 
to a state event as opposed to 
local club rallies — automa­ 
tically boosts them into the ex­ 
pert class. 
The expert class is the high­ 
est of three divisions, in which 


contestants can often be found 
equipped with expensive com­ 
puters which will practically 
do everything except drive the 
car, even to the point to which 
special IBM printouts emerge 
with instruction number, speed 
averages and distances cov­ 
ered at each speed change. 
Since taking up the sport of 
rallying three years ago while 
Miller was in the service sta­ 
tioned at Vandenberg, the two 
have competed in many of these 
state events. "But that was our 
first Associated trophy,” 
he 
commented over the three-foot 
high trophy won in Ventura. 
Their effort Sunday was the 
first rally in which they used 
their computer which had re­ 
cently been purchased. "A few 
weeks ago we ran in an event 
SOP,” explained Jean. "That’s 
where you don’t have any kind 
of aids, just pencil and paper. 
We had used equipment before 
and found SOP’ing too easy and 
boring since we weren’t used 
to it any longer. That’s why we 
got the computer; it gives us 
something to do. In fact, when 
we went SOP, Dick went to sleep 
on one leg because he didn’t 
have anything to do . . . you 
just drive along and hope that 
your timing is right.”

SHAVING STROKES 


by Frank Beard 


Every golfer, regardless of 
who he is, wishes secretly that 
he could hit the ball just a 
little bit farther. I do. You do. 
Everybody does. 
Bookstores are full of se o 
re ts to power golf. Chi Chi Rod- 
riguez, Ben Hogan and Gary 
Player, all relatively small in 
physique, have written books 
on the subject. So have manv 
others. Probably the greatest 
misunderstanding in golf occurs 
when players seek ways to ob­ 
tain maximum distance. 
Methods vary. Chi Chi, who 
weighs only 125 pounds, says 
his power comes from a strong 
left side. He does isometric 
exercises to help build this left 
side — standing against a door 
frame with his left shoulder, 
hip, leg and foot exerting is o 
m etric pressure to build up the 
m uscles. 
His left side is nearly always 
perfectly straight and, as he 
swings, he digs his right shoe 
into the turf which gives him 
thrust and power. 
Gary Player’s clubs are all 
made onohalf inch longer than 
standard length, which natural 
ly gives him a longer swing arc. 
Through vigorous exercising, 
he has developed tremedous 
strength and a proper weight 


shift brings his muscles into 
play, providing 
a delayed u o 
cocking of the wrists on the 
dowoswing. 
Gary 
says 
uncocking 
the 
w rists with a delayed hit is 
the real secret of the long 
drives, but that you shouldn’t 
be conscious of hands and arms 
in a golf swing. By immediate­ 
ly shifting his weight forward

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.(NEA) 
U.S. diplomacy, largely inactive since 
the escalation of the Vietnamese war, is 
on the move again. 
It is through diplomatic intiative on a 
global scale — and 
not 
by 
a 
demon­ 
stration 
of military 
strength — that Pres­ 
ident Nixon is coun­ 
tering 
Moscow’s 
threatening doctrine 
of “ limited 
sover­ 
eignty’’ with his own 
concept 
of 
unlim­ 
ited independence for 
all nations, including 
R ussia’s enemy. Red 
China. 
This was the real meaning and signi­ 
ficance of his visits to Asia and Com­ 
munist Romania, 
The President undertook the journey at 
a critical moment when the United States 
was beginning to pull out of Vietnam. 
The British, once the dominant WesU 
ern nation in Asia, have nearly completэ 
ed their withdrawal from the Far East. 
The two Western - sponsored security 
pacts in Asia, SEATO and CENTO, have 
run out 
of 
steam , 
mostly because of 
squabbles among the Asian countries 
them selves. 
Moreover, nationalism and neutralism 
— or nonalignment — are steadily gain­ 
ing ground even in such pro-American and 
anti-Communist countries as Japan and 
the Philippines. 
It is therefore imperative that no vac­ 
uum should be left in Asia where Russia 
and China have long sought dominance. 
As the Asian nations see it, the most 
important international issue in the fore­ 
seeable future will be the working out of a 
balanced relationship among the United 
States, Russia and China, 
They dread being left to fend for them­ 
selves 
after American troops depart 
from Vietnam. 
Nor are the governments of Southeast 
and South Asia happy about a^oviut- spor>- 
sored security system — as proposed by 
R ussia’s chief Leonid Brezhnev - » h < h 
is aimed primarily against Red Chiiu. 


It IS for this reason that Indian Prim e 
M inister Indira Ghandi has been trying to 
enlist Japan’s support for a nonaligned 
security pact. She recommended that both 
R ussia and the United States should lend 
m uscle to a neutralist treaty that would 
guarantee A sia’s present borders. 
Red China is India’s main enemy. 
However, neither Japan nor Pakistan nor 
Indonesia, would even contemplate a se ­ 
curity arrangement that excludes a nu­ 
clear power like China, 
It was obviously Nixon’s purpose to ex­ 
plore the possibility of bringing som e 
peace to strife - torn A sia that would be 
guranteed not only by the United States 
and R ussia but also by China, 
Such co-operation between Washington, 
Moscow and Peking is as yet not even 
a dim hope. 
But creative diplomacy 
must always seek new openings. 
Nixon, like all good diplom ats, denied 
that he intended to establish contact with 
the Chinese during his visit to Romania, 
But there is no doubt that this was one 
reason for his stopover in Bucharest. In 
addition to little Albania, Romania is the 


only 
European 
Communist 
country 
on good term s with Peking. 
The President emphasized that the Uni­ 
ted States, as a Pacific power, will com 
tinue to play a sizable role in A sia and 
honor its treaty commitments especially 
to Thailand, Taiwan, South Korea, South 
Vietnam, Laos, 
Japan and the Philip­ 
pines. 
However, he intimated we were no long­ 
er exposed to a nonaligned A sia, This 
was indeed a significant departure from 
recent American policy. 
“ If peace is to come from A sia — 
and I em phasize this point — the United 
States will play its part and provide its 
fair sh are,” Nixon said in Manila. 
“ But peace in Asia cannot come from 
the United States. The people of Asia, 
the governments of Asia, they are the 
ones who must lead to peace in A sia.” 
Only future historians will be able to 
a sse ss the su ccesso r failure of the P r e s­ 
ident’s m ission. It was nonetheless a dipv 
lom atic tour de 
force that raised a 
gesture of good will to the level of 
creative diplomacy.

Foundations in danger 


WASHINGTON — The foundation presi­ 
dent who must worry about giving all 
those 
m illions 
away have in recent 
months had another worry. Their ene­ 
m ies on Capitol Hill were determined 
to bring them to heel and end not 
only the abuses but many of the priv­ 
ileges inherent in the tax-exempt foun­ 
dation structure. 
At the outset, as the 
tax reform bill took 
shape, the foundation 
gentlemen feared the 
worst. The Ways and 
Means 
Committee 
U 
was sitting as ahang- 
ing 
judge. 
Foundm 
^ 
tions were to be for- 
^ 
bidden from influeno- 
^ 
ing the decision “ of 
any government bo­ 
dy.” That meant no 
learned treaties on, say, tax reform 
could be subsidized by a foundation 
grant. 
Grants to individuals were prohibited. 
Thus one of the granddaddies in the 
foundation field, the Guggenheim, could 
no longer provide leisure for painters, 
poets, philosophers and scholars. The 
kind of work done by the League of 
Women Voters with foundation help — 
in getting voters to register and edu­ 
cating the public on issu es — would ob­ 
viously be out. In short, many tax-ex­ 
empt bodies, long convinced they were 
serving the public good, such as Brooks 
ings Institution and the National Bureau 
of Economic Research, would to all in- 
tents and purposes be put out of busi^ 
n ess. 
Advance word, before the tax-reform 
package had been readied for evening 
Friday, 
was 
that 
these 
provisions 
were either stricken out or greatly soiu 
ened. N evertheless, the foundations will 
never again enjoy the sam e status they 
have had as an institution unique in 
many ways. For their investment income 
is to be taxed, the rate initially pro­ 
posed was 5 per cent, but the commit­ 
tee increased that to 7y2 per cent. While 
on the floor of the House and substv 
quently in the Senate this could be moved 
either up or down, it appears that a pre- 
cedent will be set and, in the secluded 
world of the foundations, that bodes ill 
for the future. 
A unique institution, with the tax-ex- 
emption feature leading donors to pour 
billions of dollars into big and little 
foundations, 
the 
benefits 
have been 
spread far and wide. Every form of sci­ 
entific 
research, 
medical 
advance, 
m usic, the drama, all the arts have p r o 
fited. City planning, urban well-being, 
the plight of the poor, tlie ills of a time 
of troubles have come under the foundo 
tion preview. No other country has any 
comparable torm of non - governmental 
activity intended to advance the public 
good. 
But over the years, as the numljer of 
foundations have multiplied to nearly 
23,000, abuses have crept in. Clever law­ 
yer.* made them into tax shelters tor 
the 
rich. Foundation executives were 
given grants and large salaries. Instead 
of being distributed to educational and 
charitable causes, the income was hoard­ 
ed from year to year. Although this was 
not true of the big foundations — Ford, 
Carnegie, R ockefeller-there were plen- 
ty in the minor - league category and 
even som e with many m illions that were 
guilty of dodges defeating tiie purposes 
of the foundation tax-exempt law. 
This fueled the attack of the extreme 
right wing from which com es a continu­ 
ing fire aimed at the big foundations. 
The American Conservative Union circiw 
lated thousands of copies of a pampli- 
let called, “ The Financiers of Revolts 
tion,” The pamphlet blamed “ recent ur­ 
ban and college turmoil” on the Ford 


Foundation 
and the 
National Student 
Association. 
Ford is charged with being the “ catal­ 
yst” of the upheaval in the New York 
public school system . This is because 
the foundation financed the experiment in 
school decentralization in the Ocean Hill- 
Brownsville D istrict. Out of that ex­ 
periment came the teachers’ strike and 
the mounting tensions between Jews and 
Negroes. 
Not only Ford, the giant of the fouiv 
dations with some $3 billion in resouro- 
es, but the foundation’s president. Mo- 
George Bundy, is a favorite target of 
the right wing and populists, such as Rep. 
Wright Patman. National Security AS- 
fairs Adviser to Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, Bundy was one of the arch^ 
tects of the escalation of the Vietnam 
War. A theory put forward by his critics 
for his radical bend at Ford is that he 
is doing penance for what he now knows 
was a major error in judgment. 


A relatively minor incident set off a 
violent blast. Ford made grants to eight 
members of the late Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy’s staff so they could travel and ease 
the burden of returning to private life. 
Similar sm all grants were made to two 
Johnson 
staffers, 
Walt 
Rostow and 
Joseph 
Califano. 
Congress exploded, 
charging Bundy with handing out luxury 
travel tickets to old pals. Before a Con­ 
gressional committee the supremely con­ 
fident Bundy admitted he had made an er­ 
ror. 


The future of a unique American in­ 
stitution is in question. While the founda­ 
tions may encounter tighter curbs in 
coaching the public on major issues, 
the lobbyists, the pressure boys, will go 
on working from the old tax-deductible 
base for the big corporations and the 
trade associations.

Then he hid the leopard where 
a tribe of baboons would be 
sure to see it and turned on his 
television cameras. 
He knew what should have 
happened. The baboon leaders 
should have made threatening 
motions at the leopard to slow 
it down or stop it while the 
tribe scuttled to safety. Then 
they 
should 
have 
tried 
to 
escape themselves from the 
unpredictable 
spotted 
slayer 
who is among the predators 
most feared by other animals. 
But Sielmann’s baboons did 
not act in accordance with the 
observation of other zoologists 
and thus added another mite to 
the knowledge of animals which 
is as important to the study of 
the 
development 
of 
human 
society as landing on the moon 
is to research into the origins 
of this planet. 
As Sielmann filmed it for a 
National 
Geographic 
Special 
“ The 
mystery 
of 
Animal 
Behavior” , which CBS-TV’ has 
scheduled for Oct. 14, the three 
baboons traveling ahead of the 
tribe as guards did make a 
threat display. But they were 
evidently

waiting

something and that turned out 
to be the arrival of the leader 
of the tribe.
